A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kollann et al. 

Kollann et al teaches an upstream-side sheet transport pathway 6; a plurality of 
downstream-side sheet transport pathways 4,5 that diverge from the upstream- 
side sheet transport pathway at a divergence point; and a pathway switching 
mechanism at the divergence point which selectively guides sheets from the 
upstream-side pathway to one of the plurality of downstream-side pathways. The 
pathway switching mechanism comprises a pair of upstream-stream side gate 
members composed of a pair of pivot shafts 19,20 and a pair of gates 17,18 and 
a gate member pivoting unit composed of a drive unit 22 connected to a drive 
transmission mechanism (the link connected to 22 and 19) and a ganging 
mechanism 33. 

The structure being an image forming apparatus is considered intended use and 
the diverting structure of Kollann et al is capable of being employed wherever diverting 
of sheet material is desired. 

3. Claims 3 through 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
